RICHARD  HOVEY:  Man  and  Craftsman

Well  known  to  students  of  the  symboh'st  movement  as 
translator  of  the  plays  of  Maeterlinck,  Richard  Hovey  is 
famed  among  the  men  of  Dartmouth  College  and  the 
brothers  of  the  Psi  Upsilon  fraternity  as  probably  the  most 
gifted  writer  of  college,  fraternity,  and  drinking  songs  in  the 
English  language.  The  wider  reading  public  remembers 
him  chiefly  as  co-author  (with  Bliss  Carman)  of  the  Songs 
from  Vagabondia  series,  those  gay  records  of  the  open  road, 
the  wide  sky,  and  the  good  fellowship  of  beloved  comrades. 

But  Hovey  was  more  than  a  translator  and  a  gifted 
lyricist.  He  was  a  bohemian  rebel  against  the  social  and 
literary  standards  of  his  time.  Though  his  verse  lacks  some 
of  Byron’s  force,  he  shares  with  the  great  English  poet  a 
sturdy  defiance  of  bourgeois  convention.  His  dramatic 
Arthurian  poems,  which  embody  much  of  his  own  philosophy 
on  the  relationship  of  the  individual  artist  to  late  nineteenth- 
century  society,  also  reflect  the  secret  history  of  his  liaison 
with  and  subsequent  marriage  to  Mrs.  Russell,  in  which  he 
displayed  a  passionate  intensity  reminiscent  of  Byron’s  attach¬ 
ment  to  Teresa  Guiccioli  and  Yeats’s  love  for  Maude  Gonne. 

Until  Professor  Macdonald  completed  this  critical  bi¬ 
ography,  no  authoritative  life  of  Richard  Hovey  existed. 
With  complete  access  to  the  family  papers.  Professor  Mac¬ 
donald  has  drawn,  for  the  first  time,  this  fascinating  full- 
length  portrait  of  Hovey  as  man  and  craftsman.  The  book 
contains  a  valuable  bibliography  of  Hovey,  especially  compiled 
by  Edward  C.  Lathem,  Baker  Library,  Dartmouth  College.

THE  EARLY  JACKSON  PARTY  IN 
OHIO 

by  Harry  R.  Stevens,  Assistant  Professor  of  His¬

Mr.  Stevens’s  book  is  an  exploration  of  the  origins  of  the 
Jackson  party  in  Ohio,  one  of  the  two  western  states  where 
it  had  its  greatest  strength.  Current  hypotheses  are  studied 
— sectional  interests,  “public  issues,”  the  frontier,  social  and 
economic  class  alignments,  and  others — and  found  inadequate 
or  erroneous.  In  those  respects  the  Jackson  party  was  al¬ 
most  exactly  parallel  to  its  rivals,  the  parties  of  Henry  Clay 
and  John  Quincy  Adams.  In  some  details  it  was  different, 
and  these  details  are  chosen  for  special  presentation.  Notable 
among  them  are  the  significance  of  a  “political  generation,” 
the  relationship  of  party  builders  holding  public  oflice  to 
those  not  in  the  public  eye,  the  frontier  practice  of  party 
organization  by  nonprofessional  politicians,  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  that  led  local  political  leaders  to  take  the  initiative  in 
forming  the  Jackson  party  instead  of  following  the  lead  of 
nationally  prominent  men.  The  great  achievement  stressed 
is  the  creation  of  national  political  parties  in  the  United  States 
in  a  situation  where  none  existed. 

How  the  Jackson  party  in  particular  was  created,  an  un¬ 
intentional  product  of  men  who  had  a  more  limited  goal  in 
view,  is  the  story  told  in  this  book.  It  is  a  story  of  striving,  frus¬ 
tration,  blunders,  with  paradox  and  historical  ironies,  a  story 
of  the  efforts  of  many  differing  personalities  often  at  cross¬ 
purposes,  leading  at  last  to  one  of  the  great  triumphs  of  Ameri¬ 
can  life,  the  creation  of  our  national  political  party  system.

There  is  abundant  evidence  that  people  throughout  the 
entire  world  are  more  keenly  interested  in  tobacco  than  in 
any  other  crop.  Only  a  small  proportion,  however,  have  any 
real  appreciation  of  the  losses  caused  by  the  numerous  diseases 
and  disorders  to  which  the  tobacco  plant  is  subject  during  its 
entire  growing  period  and  by  the  decays  that  may  occur 
after  the  crop  has  been  harvested.  Since  such  facts  are  pub¬ 
lished  in  various  languages  and  are  therefore  unavailable  and 
inaccessible  even  to  many  specialists,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  volume  to  assemble  information  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  relative  to  these  matters.  This  book  should  therefore 
be  of  value  to  all  persons  who  are  desirous  of  learning  the 
present  status  of  our  knowledge  of  any  particular  tobacco 
disease  and  disorder.  Such  persons  should  include  investiga¬ 
tors  and  extension  workers  in  plant  pathology,  agronomy, 
and  botany,  also  agricultural  advisers,  processors  of  tobacco, 
and  manufacturers  of  tobacco  products.

JAMES  SHEPHERD  PIKE:  Republicanism 
and  the  American  Negro,  1850-1882 

by  Robert  Franklin  Durden,  Assistant  Professor

The  original  question  which  prompted  this  study  was 
this:  how  did  James  S.  Pike  come  to  write  The  Prostrate 
State:  South  Carolina  under  Negro  Government?  The  book, 
published  in  1873,  is  a  fiery  indictment  of  Radical  Recon¬ 
struction  and  the  Negro’s  role  therein;  indeed  it  is  the  verbal 
equivalent  of  Thomas  Nast’s  bitterly  satiric  cartoons  of  the 
period. 

Yet  in  the  1850’s  Pike,  a  Republican  from  Maine,  had 
been  famous  as  one  of  Horace  Greeley’s  fire-eating  anti¬ 
slavery  writers  on  the  New  York  Tribune.  In  1861  his 
work  for  the  Republican  party  had  been  rewarded  by  a 
diplomatic  appointment  as  President  Lincoln’s  minister  to 
the  Netherlands. 

Still  sympathizing  with  the  Radicals  upon  his  return  to 
America,  he  finally  bolted  the  party,  behind  his  friend  Gree¬ 


ley,  to  join  the  Liberal  Republican  movement  of  1872.  The 
political  grief  which  came  to  these  1872  bolters  was  an 
obvious  influence  on  Pike’s  Reconstruction  writings  of  the 
following  year.  But  a  more  fundamental  clue  to  his  posi¬ 
tion,  in  the  1850’s  no  less  than  in  the  1870’s,  is  to  be  found 
in  his  constant  antipathy  toward  the  Negro  race. 

The  author  has  concluded,  in  his  biographical  analysis 
based  largely  on  manuscripts,  that  Pike  had  been  ardently 
free  soil  before  the  War  because  he  thought  that  the  West 
should  be  the  white  man’s;  that  he  advocated  a  Garrison-like 
disunionism  because  he  despaired  of  living  alongside  arrogant 
slaveholders  and  their  repulsive  human  property;  that  he 
urged  peaceful  secession  during  the  1860-61  crisis  partly  be¬ 
cause  he  had  one  eye  cocked  on  the  chance  of  getting  rid  of 
a  “mass  of  barbarism”;  and  that  during  some  of  the  Civil 
War’s  darker  days  he  would  have  settled  for  a  compromise 
peace  if  it  meant  only  that  a  Gulf  coast  or  Deep  South 
“negro  pen”  would  be  lost  to  the  Federal  Union. 

The  Prostrate  State,  in  this  context,  makes  only  too 
much  sense,  and  the  author  suggests  that  to  the  extent  that 
Pike’s  views  were  representative  “the  Civil  War  and  Re¬ 
construction  eras  take  on  a  new  dimension  of  tragedy.”

It  is  sponsored 
by  the  American  Literature  Group  of  the  MLA  as  a  re¬ 
search  tool  and  appears  at  the  end  of  the  most  fruitful  decade 
in  the  history  of  the  study  of  American  literature.  Some 
938  dissertations  have  been  written  since  1948,  the  date  of 
the  last  partial  compilation  by  Lewis  Leary  in  American 
Literature.  For  the  first  time,  a  student  or  teacher  is  able 
to  find  out  what  dissertation  topics  have  been  treated  in  the 
various  graduate  schools  without  extensive  searching  through 
dozens  of  sources.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  include  all 
foreign  dissertations  as  well  as  American.  This  is  a  book 
that  every  director  of  graduate  work  in  American  literature 
must  have  on  his  desk  and  every  graduate  student  will  have 
to  consult.

Over  a  period  of  nearly  forty  years.  Dr.  Frank  C.  Brown 
of  Duke  University  and  the  members  and  friends  of  the 
North  Carolina  Folklore  Society  gathered  in  from  its  general 
source,  the  ]olky  all  the  various  manifestations  of  the  folk 
mind  as  it  found  expression  within  North  Carolina.  The 
result  was  a  mass  of  texts  and  notes  forming  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  complete  collections  of  folklore  ever  as¬ 
sembled  from  a  single  state. 

But  the  study  of  folklore  has  two  stages.  First  the  raw 
material  must  be  collected,  and  then  it  must  be  collated  with 
similar  or  related  phenomena  found  elsewhere.  This,  the 
work  of  interpretation,  has  been  ably  performed  by  a  staff  of 
nine  Associate  Editors  under  the  direction  of  the  late  New¬ 
man  I.  White  and  the  present  General  Editor,  Paull  F. 
Baum. 

In  1952  the  first  three  volumes  were  published  and  two 
additional  volumes.  The  Music  of  the  Ballads  and  Songs  and 
Superstitions  from  North  Carolina,  were  announced.  Later, 
as  the  work  went  forward,  it  was  found  that  each  of  the  last 
volumes  would  have  to  be  split  and  that  seven,  rather  than 
five,  volumes  would  be  needed  to  complete  publication. 

Volume  IV,  The  Music  of  the  Ballads,  contains  the 
music  to  more  than  500  versions  of  numerous  ballads  re¬ 
corded  throughout  the  state.  They  are  classified  as  The 
Older  Ballads — Mostly  British,  Native  American  Ballads, 
and  North  Carolina  Ballads.  The  melodies  are  given  as 
they  were  recorded  and  transcribed  without  editorial  changes 
except  to  put  them  in  conventional  musical  form.  Introduc¬ 
tory  material  for  each  of  the  melodies  provides  background 
information,  notes  about  the  singer,  the  place  and  date  of 
recording,  and  general  remarks  about  the  song.  After  the 
score  follow  the  recorded  variants,  comparisons  with  versions 
from  other  collections,  a  description  of  the  tonal  material, 
and  a  structural  analysis  of  the  melody. 

The  result  is  a  book  which  will  appeal  to  the  trained 
folklorist  and  the  musicologist  as  well  as  to  the  steadily  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  laymen  who  are  folk-music  enthusiasts. 
It  is  also  one  that  will  be  of  value  to  composers  seeking  a 
source  of  inspiration  in  our  rich  heritage  of  American  folk 
melody.

For  centuries  the  Kazakh  tribes  have  inhabited  the  vast 
reaches  of  the  steppes  of  Central  Asia.  These  horse-breed¬ 
ing,  warlike,  and  adventurous  nomads  are  the  bearers  of  a 
rich  and  relatively  complex  tradition  of  oral  literature.  On 
the  borders  of  Kazakh  territory  live  the  literate  civilizations 
of  the  Mohammedan  Persians  and  the  Moslemized  Turkic 
Uzbeks.  But  the  Kazakhs,  although  formally  adhering  to 
Mohammedanism,  were  never  a  true  part  of  the  Moslem 
world.  Their  heroic  epos,  which  has  something  in  common 
with  early  Greek  epic  songs  and  with  the  sagas  of  medieval 
Europe,  is  a  secular,  virile,  and  indigenous  product. 

In  the  nineteenth  century  the  Kazakhs  were  suddenly 
forced  into  close  contact  with  Western  culture  when  they 
were  enveloped  by  the  Russian  Empire.  The  impact  of 
Western  thought  and  Kazakh  rebellion  against  Western 
domination  found  expression  in  a  new  and  moving  national 
literature  which  reached  a  new  level  of  sophistication  as  well 
as  protest.  Dr.  Winner  examines  Kazakh  literature  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  the  period  of  its  florescence,  in  considera¬ 
ble  detail. 

A  subtler  form  of  the  age-old  problem  of  culture  conflict 
developed  when  the  land  of  the  Kazakhs  became  transformed 
into  the  Kazakh  Soviet  Socialist  Republic,  one  of  the  con¬ 
stituent  republics  of  the  USSR.  Marxist  thought  vacillated 
time  and  time  again  between  the  positive  good  to  be  gained 
by  encouraging  the  Kazakhs  to  express  their  national  indig¬ 
enous  art  in  the  vernacular  and  the  fear  of  the  anti-Russian 
Kazakh  literary  tradition  and  the  consequent  desire  to  force 
Kazakh  culture,  as  quickly  as  possible,  into  the  Soviet  mold. 

This  period  is  one  of  confusion  and  constant  change. 
The  author  finds  that  the  best  of  Soviet  Kazakh  literature  is 
in  the  writings  of  those  who  are  able  to  draw  from  the 
Kazakh  literary  past,  as  well  as  to  express  the  content  of  the 
new  era.  The  least  successful  products  are  the  artificial  writ¬ 
ings  of  those  who  directly  imitate  Western  or  Soviet  Marxist 
models  and  succeed  in  being  neither  Kazakh  nor  Western. 

Today,  as  many  subject — or  semi-subject — peoples  of 
the  world  are  beginning  to  assert  themselves,  thinking  people 
everywhere  are  concerned  with  the  cultural  survival  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  these  young  nations.  By  examining  the  impact 
of  Western  culture  and  a  modern  industrialized  society  upon 
one  such  nation,  Kazakhstan,  Dr.  Winner  is  able  to  shed  a 
great  deal  of  light  upon  this  important  problem.

“The  great  upsurge  of  interest  in  the  economics  of  un¬ 
derdeveloped  countries,”  Professor  Bauer  declares,  “has  so 
far  not  yielded  many  fruitful  generalizations.”  Drawing  from 
first-hand  observations  in  Africa  and  the  Far  East,  the  au¬ 
thor  maintains  that  the  propositions  of  positive  economics  can 
be  applied  to  the  conditions  under  which  underdeveloped  na¬ 
tions  seek  to  expand  their  incipient  exchange  economies  and 
raise  national  income.  There  is  not,  as  Professor  Bauer 
sees  it,  a  distinct  body  of  economic  doctrines  uniquely  ap¬ 
plicable  to  backward  areas.  Economists,  cast  in  the  role  of 
economic  advisers,  have  gone  to  extremes  in  questioning 
relationships  of  universal  validity,  such  as  the  response  of  sup¬ 
ply  to  price.
